The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case the different inventionshave different modes of operation, since method 
II has a different mode of operation involving fracturing. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. During a telephone conversation with Robert Kent on 12/5/05 a provisional 
election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of I, claims 1-40. 
However, an information disclosure statement was filed including about 600 references. 
It was impossible to consider all of these references, in order to meet the time deadline 
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for which an action was to be produced for this case. A written restriction is thus 
required.
